Results summary 


* Population projections: 
— Increases in 177 areas 
— Decreases in 124 areas 
* Household projections: 
— Increases in 244 areas 
— Decreases in 57 areas 
* Overall household numbers are 


increasing faster than the population 
due to household sizes falling.
